The Canal Park area, one of the state’s 
most popular attractions, will be up- 
graded. With the rehabilitation of ex- 
isting buildings and the improvement 
of public places such as parking ramps, 
the Canal Park area will serve as the 
focus of the city’s tourist business.

Christo's "The Pont Neuf Wrapped,’ 
rope around Paris' rnost historic bridge 
Prefaced by a capsule review of past 
works, the artist's talk recounted every 
step taken, every engineering triumph 
and all the gory details of political or 
social setbacks encountered in the Paris 
project. The artist's notorius tenacity to 
complete proposed projects in the face 
of seemingly insurmountable odds was 
made graphically clear. 

Christo's Pont Neuf presentation at 
the Walker was almost architectural in 
its thoroughness of preparation. The de- 
tailed engineering drawings of the bridge 
plus historical renderings from the 
French ministry of Ponts et Chaussées 
(bridges and roads), by themselves quite 
beautiful, are reminiscent of the type 
of drawings done regularly by architects 
and engineers in their work. The his- 
torical drawings also bring Christo's work 
into the realm of historic research. The 
detailed photo documentation of the 
bridge and its context (Christo's usual 
procedure) from every conceivable an- 
gle is as much as any architect would 
do for a restoration/renovation of an his- 
torical building.

sumptions about the treatment of the 
mentally ill, mentally retarded, and 
others living in institutions. His book 
described how social and physical set- 
tings support negative attitudes toward 
people housed in institutions. 

Goffman’s work, in combination with 
the civil rights movement, lead to the 
movement toward deinstitutionalization 
or “normalization” of noncriminal res- 
idents, in particular the physically 
handicapped, mentally ill, and devel- 
opmentally disabled. A spokesman for 
the normalization movement, Bengt 
Nirje, describes the movement's goals 
as “providing conditions of everyday life 
which are as close as possible to the 
norms and patterns of society’s main- 
stream.” 


Does design action speak 
louder than words? 


The normalization movement in Min- 
nesota was given legal impetus in 1981 
by the Supreme Court in the Welsch vs. 


Noot consent decree, which mandated 
the movement of about a third of men- 
tally retarded people from large state 
institutions to smaller community res- 
idences. 

Anticipating the need for guidance 
in the design of these new community 
residences, the Center for Urban and 
Regional Affairs and the University of 
Minnesota School of Architecture and 
Landscape Architecture financed re- 
search for a publication entitled 7o- 
wards an Architectural Definition of 
Normalization: Design Principles for 
Housing Severely and Profoundly Re- 
tarded Adults. 

The study compared four very dif- 
ferent examples of housing for mentally 
retarded people with six examples of 
housing for nondisabled people, in- 
cluding institutional settings—hospi- 
tals and dormitories—and homelike 
settings—apartments and homes. The 
conclusions are expressed in the form 
of principles, illustrations, and a 
checklist which compares the features 
of institutions and homes. 

The number of design features which 
communicate the institutional or home- 
like character of housing is very large. 
These characteristics range from build- 
ing scale to building material and num- 
ber of windows to more detailed fea- 
tures such as doors and windows. 

In lobbies or living rooms, for in- 
stance, the number of seats is one fea- 
ture which communicates whether the 
place is homelike or institutional. Liv- 
ing rooms in private homes usually have 
places for about five people to sit whereas 
institutional settings have room for twenty 
or more. 

The uniformity of the style of seating 
is another. In a private residence, fur- 
niture is usually bought item by item 
or in small quantities so that a mixture 
of styles exist, such as a wooden rock- 
ing chair next to an upholstered chair. 
The furniture of an institutional setting, 
in contrast, is usually purchased in bulk. 

The arrangement of the furniture will 
be different in the two settings as well.

The design attributes selected for 
study of housing for mentally retar 
people may not apply to other ar 
tectural settings, nor may the posit 
and negative implications associated у 
them. However, understanding W 
architectural features characterize ү 
vate versus public realms is applica 
to diverse settings. Investigating the 
lationship between design features < 
symbolic content could be extended 
yond housing to the study of ot 
building types.

In my five years of lecturing at the school 
of architecture on space planning, and 
furniture systems and their use in the 
interior environment, the most re- 
warding aspect has been student re- 
sponse. They have been open to new 
ideas and are pleased to find that in- 
terior designers do not just pick paint 
colors and pretty fabrics, but are truly 
involved in the total design process. 


An interior designer 
argues for 
educational change 


But we have an opportunity to do 
better. We can create not only a good 
interior design program, but one of the 
best. The design community in Min- 
nesota is unique. We like each other 
and share our knowledge. There is not 
the “уе and they" mentality one finds 
in other areas of the country. This mu- 
tual good feeling provides us with a 
basis for initiating change. 

The University of Minnesota is open 
to change. As university President 
Kenneth H. Keller stated in his recent 
inaugural address, *Change is vital to 
a university. New areas of knowledge 
develop; new approaches to learning and 
teaching evolve; new needs arise in the 
society we serve." 

In addition to having a new president 
dedicated to thoughtful change, we have 
a new head of the school of architec- 
ture, Harrison Fraker, who is dedicated 
to providing an education that estab- 
lishes leaders, not followers, and we 
have an interior design program, headed 
by Dr. Joanne Eicker, willing to ad- 
dress new directions. 


Let the challenge to our professions 
be to work together to establish the fin- 
est educational opportunities possible 
and to forge a new bond between our 
professions by the educational experi- 
ence. As professionals we must demand 
well educated, competent and creative 
individuals from our schools. But it is 
also our responsibility to assist in the 
evolution of the educational program 
and curriculum. 

There are many opportunities we can 
explore. Perhaps a new school of design 
encompassing architecture, interior de- 
sign and landscape architecture should 
be created. More immediately, the three 
design programs could make a con- 
certed effort to work together more closely 
and to jointly sponsor programs to ex- 
pand student, faculty and professional 
awareness of our responsibilities. 

I do not wish to see the education of 
interior designers become the stepchild 
of an architecture department as has 
happened in many schools. However, 
other universities, such as Louisiana 
State University and Kansas State Uni- 
versity, have developed outstanding 
learning environments that combine ar- 
chitecture and interior design, as well 
as other design disciplines. 

We have an opportunity to break old 
traditions, to begin fresh and to create 
a learning environment for interior de- 
signers and architects which is second 
to none. Now we must grasp that op- 
portunity.

Ode to an imperfect house | ill remember the feeling of entering 
my future mother-in-law’s house for the first time. Everything was in 
its place. 

The bathroom, in particular, amazed me by its perfect decor. The 
tile was yellow with black trim. A yellow shower curtain had a ruffled 
tie-back with black trim. There was a yellow bottle for bubble bath, a 
black kleenex holder, and yellow and black butterflies framed on the 
wall. 

I turned over in my mind the contrast with my mother's bathroom 
in our down-at-the-heels beach house in Connecticut. The tongue and 
groove walls weren't any color at all. There was an old clawfoot bath 
tub, not cutesyed up, a worn carpet laid around its feet.

Full of error itself, our house was tolerant of its occupant's errors. 
My mother-in-law’s house called for perfection. 

When we bought our own house and started fixing it up, I strived, 
like most, for perfection.

We'd put in tile and 
someone would crack a small piece. We did room after room without 
completing the final touches. 

It was only recently that we discovered the valid charm of imper- 
fection. In Scotland's country houses, decayed elegance hangs on the 
decor like an ill-fitting tweed jacket on an aristocrat. Every room we 


loved had its eccentricity—a lampshade awry, cushions not plumped 
up, upholstery slightly faded. We learned the appeal of the less-than-

I suppose that I have always had 
affection for the late 19th century ип 
residence as a tour de force design 
living. It represents a strange dicl 
omy, expressing individuality while 
the same time setting the standard 
the modern machine for living. 

This urban house evolved in an 
when exhaustive analysis of even 
minutest detail neared the point of 
session. The result was a residence wh 
not only met the requirements of its ‹ 
time, but continues to respond to 
demands of a changing world. For t 
reason I am not alone in my regard 
this type of house, and for this reas 
I was drawn almost fifteen years ag 
the towering Queen Anne house on № 
Dupont Avenue. 

The same qualities of design and 
ability which attracted me must а 
have inspired John Lohmar, a well 
do milliner of German extraction, 
retain local architect Peter Jeub to 
sign a residence for his family. Cc 
pleted in 1898, the house assumed 
position on a street of residences in 
affluent Highland neighborhood of nc 
Minneapolis. The design of each of 
houses melded the architect’s inter] 
tation of contemporary style and fa 


ion, the client’s need to express ego г 
social consciousness, and, for want 
a better term, endless amounts of fr 


Behind all of this, however, wa 
rigid sense of functionality. The “т 
chine for living” evolved according 
specific formulas which dictated the 
lationship of spaces, traffic Ном, 
entation to light and air, energy с 
servation, and mechanical systems. 7 
manner in which these 19th cent 
problems were solved remain as уг 
today as they were at the tum of 
century. Only the “wrapper” | 
changed. Evident throughout was 
architect's concern for the human fac 
at the root of every decision as the ho 
became a home. 

Once within the outer door of 
“wrapper” of the house on North I 
pont, one is immediately aware of t 
intricacies of the formulas at work. 
broad porch shelters an air-lock ve 
bule, which in turn opens onto a mu 
doored foyer and stairhall. Here, 
throughout the first floor, doors may 


ned or closed to provide larger for- 
| spaces or smaller, more intimate 
es. The doors regulate both air cur- 
its and the passage of people. 
The dark central hall of the mid- 
ctorian residence has been elimi- 
ted, allowing all rooms to flow to- 
ther through doors and archways. In 
utilitarian areas of the house, for 
stance, the large kitchen opens di- 
tly into the dining room rather than 
'ough a servant's pantry, an arrange- 


nt which encourages family use of

At the rear of the house, the air-lock 
ncept is repeated in a second stair- 
ll. When appropriate doors are 
ned, the stairhalls in tandem pro- 
le convection to introduce fresh air 
culation throughout the house. This 
ture, along with an exterior wall 
icture of balloon-frame two-by-six- 
th studs, insulated with sawdust and

1, makes the house comfortable year- 
ind. Thus, no air conditioning is re- 
ired in the summer, and in the winter 
hot water radiator heat is constant 
d comfortable. 
The plumbing and heating systems 
the house are classic examples of the 
lution of energy and climate con- 
ousness in the Minnesota environ- 
nt. It is interesting that such systems 
re designed to be exposed rather than 
1cealed within walls and cabinets, as 
s become the norm in today’s housing 
sign. Quite probably, the Victorians 
1 not consider such installations un- 
htly, as omamentation was often cast 
о such commonplace items as hinges, 
liators, fixtures, and the like. (Or 
ybe they were just not confident 
ough of their performance to risk 
ring down a wall to repair them.) 


yond this, however, is the rationale 
t exposed systems are less likely to 
eze than those in walls, and exposed 
liator pipes are, in essence, second- 
radiation heating sources which waste 
le heat in passage through walls. 
After nearly fifteen years, I continue 
be impressed by the contrast which 
interior of this house presents to the 
mmon image that Victorian houses 
dark and stuffy. Many of the 49 
idows are over six feet in height. 
rposely oriented to make maximum 
nefit of sunlight throughout the day, 
зу trace the progress of daily activi- 


ties in the house from waking through 
midday into the quiet evening hours. 
There are virtually no dark corners, nor 
are there but two rooms which are sim- 
ple rectangles in plan. High, coved 
ceilings add to the visual and psycho- 
logical allure of spaciousness. 

I must say that I find living in this 
house a constant inspiration to me and 
an integral element in my life. It must 
have been true for the Lohmars also, 
for, after developing its initial design 
with their architect, they continued to 
occupy and appreciate their home until 
1971. That they were satisfied is clear 
in the manner in which the house was 
adapted to changing times and lifestyles 
without the slightest deviation from the 
original design. 

The house reflects the personalities 
of its occupants. It is a place of retreat 
and quiet, yet it encourages creativity, 
even exhuberance. Above all, it is a 
friendly place which fosters a feeling of 
pride and belonging. It is a home.

A straight-edged house 
on a suburban slope 


The bluffs of Edina were relatively 


unbuilt in 1956 when Bruce Abra- 
hamson designed his first house 
for himself (above). Nestled 
among the trees, the boxy Inter- 
national Style home dominates 
the sloped site, yet welcomes the 
outdoors inside with a generous 
expanse of glass on the south 
face. The large living room (be- 
low) is entered by a door, shown 
left, directly from an outdoor pa- 
tio. Stairs in the foreground lead 
to the bedrooms below 
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Tom Wolfe, in his 1981 book, Fre 
Bauhaus to Our House, described М‹ 
em houses that have their antecede; 
in the 1920s European art moveme 
as stark and somewhat difficult to li 
in. 

But Wolfe would be wrong about tl 
house designed by architect Bru 
Abrahamson for himself in 1956. Thou 
pure Bauhaus in inspiration, it h 
proven to be a most livable design o 
the years. 

A simple two-level rectangular b 
with living spaces above and bedrooi 
below, the house sits high on a bluff 
the south Minneapolis suburb of Edir 
The white and dove-gray house promp 
won Abrahamson a 1957 Progress 
Architecture award. "That was when 
was much easier to win them,” sa 
Abrahamson self-effacingly. 

Entry to the original house was by 
door on the side of the rectangle whi 
opened into a large living and dini 
space. Typical of the Modernist styl 
it had a kitchen, bath and utility cc 
grouped to the side of a simple glas 
enclosed volume. The entire south w: 
had floor-to-ceiling windows giving t 
space a sense of the outdoors. 

The house has been exceeding 
flexible over the years, its modular pl 
added to not once or twice, but thr 
and four times as the architect’s fam 
grew. By adding on either end of t 
rectangle, Abrahamson was able to i 
crease the living space by a third wh 
still maintaining the classical balan 
established with the initial compo: 
tion. Further expansion was ассо! 
plished by cantilevering short sectio 
off both ends. | 

For the past thirteen years a differe 
family has lived there and made furth 
modifications. After several icy winte 
slipping and sliding up the steeply slop 
drive, the current residents excavat 
the garage and replaced it with a larg 
garage with additional living space abo 
in the same style. This also allow 
direct interior access to the house ¢

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Reviving a revival 
Uncovering the past 

of a St. Paul gem 
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Strength in simplicity could be the 
тойо of the Greek Revival style. 
Unassuming but carefully de- 
tailed, the McCormick house 
(above) speaks of the democratic 
values of St. Paul's early settlers. 
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By Keith and Barbara McCormick 


We first saw the house on a co 
January day in 1975. The windows h 
been boarded up by the St. Paul H.R. 
and snow drifted across a bland por 
that obscured the front facade. The ho 
was covered in cheap asbestos sidi 
Several mortarless chimneys appear 
to move slightly in the wind. 

But when we stood back far enou 
to take it in as a whole, the lines 
proportions began to come togeth¢ 
There was a graceful solidity to it, d 
spite the neglect. We noticed the hook 
gable returns and looked for and fou 
one original six-over-six window on 
sheltered back porch, both marks of 
early Greek Revival house. 

Beneath the surface it was, well . 
a classic, both in its time-tested e 
gance and its expression of Greek 
der, simplicity and proportion. 

We've learned a lot about the natu 
of a classic in the years since, mu 
in the way that a child learns about 
alarm clock. 

Because of the pronounced symm 
try of Greek revival styling, we ө 
pected to find single windows ро 
tioned in some regular correlation 
bays, balanced either side of the chi 
neys. We expected room dimensions 
some proportionate relationship. Wl 
we found, instead, were several sm 
rooms, a wall built into the edge of 
original mantle, and double windo 
positioned clumsily in the comer. 

We probed further. 

Studs left hanging in exterior wa 
told us where the original windows hi 
been. Inadequate headers over douk 
windows suggested insensitive rem 
eling. Modern dimension lumber i 
stead of hand-hewn timbers signall| 
intrusive walls. Under layers of tile a 
plywood, we found nail patterns in t 
plank flooring to describe the origi 
wall positions. 

The scope of reconstruction need 
was dismaying. But the house веет 
to say, with every new discovery, “Y¢ 
see, I was meant for something better 
Indeed, the whole Irvine Park area

Parkers. When they built their home

a wildemess. The white clapboard 
se, solid in construction, regular in 
‚ faced a public square. А variation 
a style of architecture built through- 
New England in the first half of the 
h century, the house exhibited the 
sistent and careful detail of all Greek 
ival houses. 
Vindows were aligned vertically and 
ed and spaced to enhance the height 


and volume of the basic box, giving it 
a simple monumentality. The entry was 
recessed, framed by a transom and side- 
lights. The organization of elements, the 
fineness of the detail, the direct, strong 
integrity expressed the values of the old 
Republic. 

The Parkers' attempt to impose order 
on wilderness continues to express 
something clear and straightforward in 
the modern city that has grown around 
it. With parlor windows slightly more 
than three feet wide and rising eight 
feet from the floor, we are connected to 
the rest of the city. But the remove is 
critical. Cities are still, as they have 
always been, our attempts to solve 
problems and make progress together. 
We never lose sight of that. Still, seeing 
ourselves always in relation to others 
can be oppressive. 

The house and its position in the city 
allows an appropriate transition. Turn- 
ing the corner onto Irvine Park is like 
entering a clearing in the woods, pad- 
dling onto a lake from a cramped stream.

With values as democratic as 
those of the house's original own- 
ers, the McCormick's have deco- 
rated with an eye for simplicity 
and serenity. In the dining room 
(above), they recently stenciled 
the walls. In the front parlor (op- 
posite), the symmetry of the room 
called for couches on either side 
of the fireplace. 
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Climbing the few steps to the porch 
brings you close enough for the house 
to take you in. The porch itself is a 
marvelous transition from public to pri- 
vate life. Despite our outlook on the 
city and the nearness to our neighbors, 


the peace, the balance, the serenity of 


the Greek Revival style brings us a kind 
of relief. 

It's regular, reliable. More than а 
random collection of features, Greek 
Revival details, though minimal com- 
pared to later Victorian design, quietly 
support one another and create a har- 
monious whole. Because of the balance 
in door and window placements, we tend 
to decorate with pairs of objects, a couch 
either side of the fireplace, chairs either 
side of a window, tables and portraits 
centered on opposite walls. We find 
that very calming, and a home ought 
to be calming. 

The rituals of welcoming and leave- 
taking are assigned a place set apart. 
Divided from formal parlors, the long 
entry hall is inside the house but not 
yet inside the home. lt was the last 
space we finished. Our modern eyes 
viewed it as the least useful space in 
the house. But how little modern eyes 
see. Now that we have its use, we un- 
derstand how important it is to welcome 
and take leave graciously. 

We've also leamed, since moving 
here, that truly accommodating living 
space is balanced by size as well as 
design details. We were initially quite 
taken with the high ceilings, the light, 
the large rooms. We removed walls that 
divided servants’ rooms and pantries. 
But as our last two children were born 
and the house was fuller, we realized 
the psychic drain of always being in 
large, open spaces, always available for 
multiple conversations. Busy people 
need the comfort of reflection and in- 
timacy as well. We've since ereated some 
smaller, more intimate rooms. 

This house wasn't designed by a bril- 
liant architect, but Greek Revival ar- 
chitecture was practiced widely enough 
and long enough to become carefully 
tuned to human needs. Still, there is 
much about modern life that the build- 
ers could never have foreseen. Kitch- 
ens and bathrooms are problematic in 
old houses, classic or not. This house, 
when built, had no indoor plumbing. 
Plumbing had been added, but not where

we needed it, not to accommodate t 
modern penchant for running, flowi 
water. We decided that kitchen, ba 
and laundry, being anachronistic, wou 
meet family needs rather than resto 
lion principles.

From 1852 to 1986, the plans tell 
the story of the McCormick's on- 
going restoration. When they 
moved in, the house had been 
chopped up into four apartments 
in the 1950s (middle plan). With 
no original plans in hand, they 
discovered the configuration of 
the 1852 house (far left) only as 
they went along, knocking on 
walls, replacing studs, following 
clues like architectural detectives. 
"Fortunately," says Barbara, "the 
most recent changes were easy 
to discern because they were 
done so cheaply." The front par- 
lor, dining parlor, and front hall 
were returned to their 1852 
shape, with the necessary addi- 
tion of a bathroom in the long en- 
try hall (right). The kitchen was 
enlarged to serve their family of 
seven and, in keeping with con- 
temporary reality, the former but- 
ler's pantry became Barbara's of- 
fice. 
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Midwestern grace 


A Prairie School haven 
of domestic pleasures 


Though a ten-room house of 
4,000 square feet, the Hoyt house 
presents itself with the modesty 
characteristic of the Prairie School 
Style (above). The stucco second 
story is cantilevered over the first 
story on three sides, giving the 
house exceptional grace and 
reinforcing the horizontal lines es- 
tablished by the overhanging roof 
and window ribbons. One expres- 
sion of architectural genuis: the 
piers which look so substantial 
on the exterior are hardly visible 
from the inside and do not 
disrupt views. And George 
Elmslie's masterful ornament- 
ation carries through even to the 
wood detail in the breezeway 
screen (below). 


A Prairie School house, above : 
makes a comfortable place to live, 
cording to Frank and Jean Chesl 
owners of the Hoyt house in Red Wir 
Minnesota. Their house, which was 
signed by Purcell, Feick and Elms 
in 1913, took the Prairie School in M 
nesota to new heights. [ts crucifo 
shape, horizontal lines, rows of lead 
glass windows, and fine wood omam 
give it an architectural integrity rivali 
that of the Minnesota houses of Fra 
Lloyd Wright, Purcell's better kno 
contemporary. 

The Chesleys had long admired 
brick and stucco house near the M 
sissippi River when Hazel Hoy 
daughter of the original owner, decid 
to move into a nursing home in 19 
Committed to preserving the archit 
tural style which attracted them, tl 
took over loving custody of a house whi 
had changed little since it was built 
the owner of the Red Wing Pottery co 
pany 60 years earlier. 

The characteristically Prairie St 
leaded windows were there, all 45 
them. “The sun shines in them aln 
all day long," says Mrs. Chesley, “y 
their size and arrangement give us 
feeling of privacy. They are a constd 
source of beauty and pleasure." 

The original arrangement of roo 
was intact, with its more open circ 
lation than earlier houses. “The ho 
is designed,” says Mr. Chesley, “so tl 
one does not feel confined to the r« 
one is in at the moment. There is alwa 
a view into another room, always a fei 
ing of communication with an adjace 
space. The continuity of space convd 
a sense of freedom and movement." 

And they found all around them t 
house's original Elmslie-designed « 
tailing—oak ceiling moldings, saw-c 
radiator covers, light posts, ceran 
fireplace mosaic—detailing which i 
bues Prairie School houses with a spi 
of calm. 

But despite the precision and th 
oughness of the architectural expre 
sion, the house doesn't overwhelm wi 
its architecture. “It was built for рео

Realizing the most 
from a '50s rambler 


When the Emisons bought their 
house in 1981 they were faced 
with a cramped kitchen (above) 
with cabinets and counters 
straight from the 1950s.

In the English garden, a sophisticated 
conversation between the natural 
and the man-made

Beyond the typical image of gard 
as roses and wrought iron lies their t 
potential. Gardens are outdoor roor 
architecture without a ceiling, as w 
as green links to interior spaces. 

The conversation between garde 
and buildings takes place on many 1 
els. A garden or landscape allows 
building to take advantage of the n 
ural opportunities of its site. Eche 
concepts between them enrich both | 
building and the garden. But while | 
chitecture is set in stone, gardens evo 
over a growing season and over the yez 
They are concepts based in time as w 
as space. 

Garden designs, like architectu 
designs, have three ever-more-refir 
conceptual layers—a definition of spa 
use of design elements, and the apy 
cation of texture. 

On the largest scale, a garden sté 
with rooms, vistas, and purposes, a 
building starts with functions and si 
On the next level, the scale of the 8 
den space is created by decisions 
the height of walls, shrubs, and tre 
On the most immediate hands-on lev 
color harmonies, leaf textures, scu 
ture, and building materials create 


mood of the garden. As in architectu 
well planned gardens reinforce tł 
themes by repetition at all three leve 

A garden, then, can have an arc 
tectural presence of its own in addit 
to its presence as an adjunct to arc 
tecture. 

The relationship of gardens to bui 
ings has changed over the course 
history; but the idea of the garden 
an oasis of serenity and rest has 
mained a constant. 

Biblical gardens were havens of cc 
moist air under palm trees in the mi 
of inhospitable deserts. In contrast, 
Greeks paid homage to their landsc: 
by siting buildings as sculptural 
ments. Centuries later, the Engl 
landscape school of the 18th cent 
took the same approach. To remi 
themselves of the pleasing proportic 
and classical virtues of the Greeks, tl 
located smaller-scaled Palladian ar 
quities throughout their smaller-sca 
countryside. 

During the Middle Ages constant w 
drove people and gardens into the saf

castle walls. Out there was danger, 
it within the cloistered garden of the 
edieval monastery was safety. Monks 
eserved matters horticultural as well

A definitive biography of Louis S 
livan has long been overdue, but Lo 
Sullivan: His Life and Work doesn't qu 
fill the bill. Although author. Rol 
Twombly has produced a compete 
book, this curiously bloodless accot 
of the architect’s life and work ne 
really captures the passion that was 
much a part of Sullivan and his bui 
ings. 

Sullivan (1856—1924) has long be 
thought of as one of the pioneers 
Modem architecture, largely because 
his series of great commercial buildir 
he designed around the turn of the сє 
tury in Chicago and elsewhere. 

Yet his work has never been easy 
classify, because his Modemist imp 
ses always seemed to be at odds w 
his love of ornament, which was V 
torian in its profusion if not its sty 
This duality is especially evident in so 
of his small-town banks (the Owator 
bank among them), buildings that co 
bine sober functionalism with fantas 
ornament that could only have co 
from an intensely romantic sensibili 
There were similar contradictions 
Sullivan’s character. Despite all y 
passion he brought to his work, he v 
often cold and aloof in his perso 
dealings and seldom revealed his inr 
feelings to others. 

In trying to unlock the mystery 
Sullivan’s personality, Twombly offe 
the novel theory that Sullivan was 
latent homosexual. It's an intriguing id 
but the evidence Twombly offers—tl 
Sullivan seemed to prefer male с 
panionship, that his late marriage у 
unsuccessful, and that his отат 
tends to be quite “feminine”—is harc 
convincing. 

In general, however, Twombly see 
reluctant to consider the darker side 
Sullivan’s character. He is thus strang 
silent on the subject of Sullivan’s 
coholism, which was probably the с‹ 
trolling factor in his personal a 
professional decline after 1900. And 
some reason, during his resear 
Twombly apparently overlooked the x 
luminous correspondence of George 
Elmslie, Sullivan’s draftsman for me 
than 20 years.

Instead, Tw 
bly is for the most part content to of 
Sullivan's often contradictory and n 
ulous theories about architecture at fe 
value. As a result, Twombly has no 
ing to say about Sullivan's hubris, 
crazy belief that he could single-har 
edly create an American style of 
chitecture. Moreover, Twombly ma 
no real attempt to place Sullivan's wt 
in the larger context of American 
chitecture.
